Aubrey Announces 
1937-38 Budget 


Carl Aubrey, treasurer of the 
Associated Students, today an- 


- nounced a 1937-38 budget totaling 


$7537 which is an increase 
$1434 over last year. 

Most of the items on the budget 
have been increased. The most 
notable among these are: football 
from $1600 to $1765, Del Ano 
from $1200 to $1500, and basket- 
ball from $190 to $350. 


Two new items have been added 
which increase the budget consider- 
ably. They are music $300, and 
fiesta play $200. Two items were 
decreased; the W. A. A. was cut 
from $175 to $150 and subsidies 
from $290 to $225. 


“The total estimated receipts for 
1937-38 is $6740 and this, with 
$800 left over from last year’s 
football receipts, will make us just

100 years ago last week such a thing was 
remotest from the minds of this country’s 
populace. 


Oberlin college, Ohio, started the whole 
idea in 1837 when the administrators took 
their lives in their hands by permitting 
four ladies to enter the “female depart- 
ment” of that institution and allowed them 
to attend classes with the 30 men enrolled. 
Even in those “good old days” the girls 
had trouble completing their four-year 
courses. Of the four who entered Oberlin 
that year, but three managed to secure pig 
skins at the end of the four-year period. 


Discipline was strict. Co-ed rules in 
those days made extra-curricular activities 
quite impossible. Girls were required to 
rise at 5 o’clock and retire by 10 at night. 

The “female department” was obliged 
to scrub floors, tidy up the gentlemen’s 
rooms, cook the meals, and darn the men’s 
sox between class time—and all that for 
the stupendous sum of 2 3-4 cents an hour. 

But today it’s different. Yes, quite dif- 
ferent. 

Nowadays, between classes, the fairer 
sex gurgles a coke with the boy friend or 
sits in his car and absorbs the blurbs from 
the radio loud speaker. On some campuses 
—not here of course—the women have 
even resorted to “inhaling a fag’ (so to 
speak) to while away the minutes. 

But it’s really something when one ob- 
serves that out of Oberlin’s feeble begin- 
nings and pioneering has risen today’s 450 
coeducational institutions, to say noth- 
ing of another 120 schools operated for 
women only. 

From the first co-ed days to the present, 
nearly 1,000,000 American women have 
received college degrees. This year, alone, 
400,000 women are attending colleges in 
this country, of which you, ladies of the 
local campus, are a part.
